Identifying indicia, if provided, should iiicTude-tlie 
title of the invention, inventor's name, and application number, or docket number (if any.) if an application 
number has not been assigned to the application. If this information is provided,'it m'iist be placed on the front 
of each sheet and, cente/c^d. within the, top margin. The drawing should be filed as a separate paper with a 
transmittal letter addressed to the Drawing' Reveiw Branch. 

2. Timing for Corrections ^ . 

Applicant is required to submit acceptable cojrected drawings within the three-month shortened statutory 
period. set in the Notice of Allowability (PTOLr37). 

Failure to take corrective action within set period will result in ABANDONMENT of the Application. 

3. Corrections other than Defects Noted by the Drawing Review Branch on the Form PTO-948 

All changes'to the drawings,,o"ther than defects noted by the Drawing Review Branch, MUST be approved by 
the examiner before the application will be allowed. No changes will be permitted other than correction of 
defects, unle^bthe examiner has. approved the proposed changes.

1 16 sTat 1758 r2002^^ 
which further amended 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), as revised by the American Inventors 
Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) (Pub. L. 106-113. 113 Stat. 1501 (1999)) ThTrevised 
prov,s,ons m 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) are completely retroactive and effective immed" K for 
all appl.cat.ons be.ng examined or patents being reexamined. Until all of the OmcX 
autoniated systems are updated to reflect the revised statute, citation t6'the revised statute 
M Office act.ons .s provided by this attachment. This attachment also substituteffo t 
c,(at,on of the text of 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), if made, in the auached Office aeon ' 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate parasraph of 35 U S C 10^ in n iew of 
. e MP A and H.R. 2215 that forms the bas.s for the^re.ect-ons under thL sea.on m de n 
tne attached Otlice action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application 
filed under the treat> defined in section 351(a) shall have the efTects for 
purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if 
the international application designated the United States and was published 
under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

35 U.S.C. § lG2(e), as revised by the AJPA and H.R. 2215, applies to all quaiifyino 
references, except when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectfy from 
an international application filed before November 29, 2000. For such patents the prior 
art date is determined under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as it existed prior to the amendment bv 
the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(e)). 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 102 prior to the 
amendment by the AJPA that forms the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
the attached Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention thereof by 
the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) 
of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent.
